William Lloyd Jacobs, Durham, North Carolina , advised 
on May 3, 1967, that T he I nvisible Empire, The Original Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan (IKKKX) had the original charter of General 
Nathan Bedford Forrest . He said this klan had become totally 
inactive but on September 4, 1966, at Stone Mountain, Georgia, 
it was reactivated. 

On May 10, 1967, and June 6, 1967, a source advised that 
the national headquarters of IKKKK was Post Office Box 1652, 
St. Petersburg, Florida, and regional headquarters was Post Office 
Box 932, Shelby, North Carolina. W. W. Lynch was shown as 
Klajutant of the Realm of North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Virginia . 

The same source advised on September 27, 1967, that 
on the preceding day, Lloyd Jacobs stated he had incorporated 
IKKKK in North Carolina under the name The Ancient Order of 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (AOKKKK).

a legitimate dominant political party in 
the United States and foreign countries.
